Pensions For Aged Britons 


London, Jan. 1.—Beginning today 


every person in Great Britain over 70 
years old whose annual'income does 
not exceed £26 5s., or ?130, will be 
be entitled under the old age pension 
law to a. weekly allowance of 5 shill- 
ings, or approximately $1.25 from the 
public treasury. 
The applicant for 


the pension must comply with certain 
conditions. He must not be a lunatic, 
and "tie must be free from criminal 
record. No pension will-be allowed to 
a person who has "habitually refused 
to work," and "all who have been 
brought into a position to apply for a 
pension through his or her wilful acts 
of misbehavior" are barred front the 
benefits of the act. There are other 
restrictions to the application of the 
del to the aged poor, but the foregoing 
are the principal provisions o£ the 
law.;.

It. is interesting to note tha'. when 
tbe latter embraced the Christian re- 
ligion tbe punishnien' was altered 
to llial of having: the togue tut ou£, 
11 sort of punishment wh.di was con- 
sidered to tit the crime in the early- 
centuries. 


In tbe middle agps 
some

tries adopted the system of giving 
the perjurer the puni^iiiuont for the 
crime he falsoly accused another of. 
Thus if he swore a neighbor bad 
committed murder, and the charge 
wan disproved, the perjurer-would bo 
sentenced to death, and tho other 
penalties of the penal rode were ex- 
acted lor the particular crime al- 
leged. 


Tbe two greatest perjurers in the 


history of the w o r l d - were 
Titus 


Dates and Arthur Orion, the 'rich- 
borne claimant. 
Gates, 
who 
had 


been dismissed from the ship he was 
serving on, turned 
lecturer, and, 


finding that it did not, pay, conceived 
the notion of Inventing a r.oplsh plot 
against the kin&. and reaping the 
rewards that were always ob offer 
against traitors of tbe Roman relig- 
ion in England. 


The story was believed for a lima 


and eighteen Catholics of rank were 
arrested and executed. 
Meanwhile 


the court conferred a lavish sum cf 
money on Gates, who quickly be- 
came the terror of everybody, for 
be had merely to point the gngcr of 
suspicion Q.t any one, to have that 
person arrested. 


However, he 
foil 
Into disfavor, 


was himself arrested, tried for per- 
jury and sentenced to Imprisonment 
for life. 
Before entering the dun- 


geon hn was put In thi'pillory and 
£.ftcrwanls public whipped all the 
wr.y from Newgate to Tyburn 


This extraordinary 
man, how- 


ever, had not roachcd the end of 
I is career, Cor the accession of Wil- 
liam of Orange, once more brought 
the Uoman Catholic religion Into dis- 
favor, and the perjurer was'not only 
released but a pension of $15 a week 
for life was conferred upon him.
